Rushing from all over the city eager young 
actors milled through the wide-open portals of the 
Classical Consolidated Cinema Corporation for the 
first time September 3, 1945. We met our producer, 
Mr. Chatto, in the auditorium, and immediately 
we felt a strong kinship because it was his first 
year as producer and our first year as Thespians. 
After he welcomed us and assigned us to our 
studios, we met our directors. Soon we were 
acquainted with most of the stars and were work- 
ing tofattain their eight | Qurecareerssin athe 
movie industry had begun. 


As we look back, the first really important event 
was the opening meeting of our division of the 
Theatre-Workers’ Guild. After a hot and heavy 
battle, John Ritsher was elected assistant director, 
David Burbank, assistant-assistant director, Bar- 
bara Skinner, script-writer, Patricia Vaughn, angel, 
and Ann Quimby, errand girl. The approaching 
Yuletide season brought the first production of our 
careers, Dickens’ Christmas Carol, and although 
only three of us, Helen Baker, Vincent Valentine, 
and Dave Burbank, were fortunate enough to 
appear, we didn’t worry; we knew our fame would 
come. On December 14, 1945, the Classical Chorus, 
under the direction of Miss Hazel Clark, presented 
the annual Christmas Concert. Many of us par- 
ticipated as well as the more famous idols of the 
screen. 


During that year the initial honor study hall 
was formed for industrious students who could 
study their parts without directors. A memorial 
canvas by Harold Rabinovitz, a Classical star who 
gave his life in the war, was presented to the 
company by his parents and is now located in Mr. 
Chatto soihice. = 
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In April the three-act comedy, Feathers in a Gale, 
directed by Miss Sauer, was released and proved 
to be the number 1 box-office attraction of the 
spring. The premier of Gounod’s Redemption, 
directed by Miss Clark and performed by our 
chorus with Adele Addison, Donald Dame, Arthur 
Kent and Julius Huehn as soloists, received wide- 
spread acclaim from the critics. June of that same 
year, when Ted Bemis and his magic baton won 
Sammy Kaye’s nation-wide band-leading contest, 
he brought the eyes of the stars upon us and made 
them realize that in our midst there might be many 
celebrities in the making. 


Also in the spring the Theatre Workers’ Guild 
held its second meeting and elected officers for the 
coming year. The returns soon came through and 
listed Dave Burbank as assistant director, Nancy 
Kenney assistant-assistant director, Barbara Skin- 
ner, script-writer, Patty Vaughn, angel, and Ann 


ett Quimby, errand girl. 


At the end of the year we were sorry to hear of 
the departure of several of our able directors, Miss 
Marr, Miss White, Mr. Hess and Mr. Hall. Reluct- 
antly we left the studio to go on location for the 
summer.

We were 
greeted by five new directors: dashing Mr. Oliver, 
humorous Mr. Lynch, amiable Miss Horrigan, 
capable Miss Kelley and rhythmical Mr. Wougick. 

gem da the season the interior of CCCC blos- 
somed out in Technicolor — bright yellows, greens 
and pinks designed to raise the morale of the en- 
tire cast. 

With a bang the B.U. tests burst upon us and 
found us chewing pencils, gum, fingernails, any- 
faifieesia tact, to help us figure out the right 
answers. 

In December we learned with sadness of the 
illness and retirement of Miss Clara B. Hawks, 
our beloved expert in English and Latin produc- 
tions. On a more cheerful note, our famous orches- 
tra and glee club made the municipal auditorium 
resound to traditional Christmas music. Little did 
the capacity audience realize that this was the 
farewell appearance of Miss Hazel Clark, so soon 
to become Mrs. Chauncey Steiger. 

Winter weather also brought with it the annual 
dance of the Glamorous Amorous Athletes, in the 
form of a Snowball Whirl, attracting 175 couples 
who danced to the luminous light of a huge candle- 
lit Christmas tree. 


Under the fine ccaching of Miss Christine Sauer, 
our able cast presented Dickens’ Christmas Carol 
which was reflmed because of popular demand. 

When we returned from mid-winter location, we 
found Mrs. Lillian Levine had arrived cn the set 
to take over the difficult task of leading our orches- 
tra and glee club. ‘ Then from Palmer came a new 
addition to our department of English productions 
in the person of charming Miss Teresa Boylan. 

Headlining the events of February was the an- 
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nouncement of a gift of $1,000 from Mr. and 
Mrs. Chauncey Steiger to be used to continue the 
musical scholarships inaugurated in the studio by 
Mrs. Steiger. 

A double bond was forged between Mr. Howard 
Lynch and Classical Consolidated. Not only was 
he bound to it as head of the Research Depart- 
ment, but he took a former Classical star with him 
into the bonds of matrimony. 

From the studio to the sunny South trekked our 
coach, Phil Page, to take over the training of the 
Cincinnati Reds. 

In the spring our gay Romeos escorted their 
leading ladies to the Understudy Prom. Shortly 
afterward, with our own Adele Addison as guest 
soloist, Mrs. Lillian Levine presented our glee 
club and orchestra in a Spring Concert of which 
we were duly proud. 

Shades of Boris Karloff! Our foremost release 
was a blood-curdling mystery, Ramshackle Inn, 
with a performance that made cur rival companies 
look to their laurels. 

Balloting for the important spots of officers in 
the Theatre-Workers’ Guild for our final year 
added up to an imposing slate, with Dave Bur- 
bank as assistant director, Nancy Kenney, assist- 
ant-assistant director, Barbara Skinner, script- 
writer, Ann Quimby, angel, and Chuck Easter, 
errand boy. 

A popular short of the season, the Senate Tablet 
Debate, brought great honors to our co-player, 
Charles Radding. Honors, tco, went to cur bright 
starlet, Shirley Henin, for an award bestowed by 
the French Department, and the Radcliffe Book 
Prizes JOhns ohea, ecoo,w gained tame: by | being 
awarded the Harvard Bock Prize. 

With our year as understudies drawing to a 
close, we said farewell to Miss Sauer, who went to 
Seattle as an exchange director and to Miss Bar- 
bara Davis of the Studio Gym Department who 
left for a position at Sargent College of Physical 
Education in Boston. 

Farewells, too, were said to all our fun and foibles 
as understudies. When next we met, we would all 
be the stars of the show.

Speaking of honors, Lou Schaeneman, 
our gentleman farmer, was acclaimed a national 
celebrity as judge of fine produce. 


Stars of our spring dramatic premiere, Pride and 
Prejudice, were Nancy Lawrence, John Ritsher, 
and Wayne Robertsen. Critics placed =tiismiern= 
duction among the year’s top ten and Nancy 
Lawrence herself received the year’s Acadenm 
Award. Right on its trail came a presentation 
by our musical Thespians, the extravaganza, The 
Pirates of Penzance, soon acclaimed on outstand- 
ing box-office attraction. 


The hit of the year was our prom, held on May 
28, attracting our producer, several directors, and 
dewy-eyed dancers, saddened at the thought of 
saying good-bye so scon. In our honor, the studio 
staged a big farewell banquet, at which we recount- 
ed our many adventures together our suc- 
cesses, our trials, and our final stardom. 


To our inspiring producers and directors, our 
thanks and our gratitude for their tireless efforts 
in our behalf, for their patience and understand- 
ing, for all they have taught us in the vitalivesrs 
we have spent under their guidance 7 yap emilyar ue 
best years of our lives.

The CLASSICAL RECORDER enjoys an exceptionally high standing among 
the high school papers of the country. It was first published in 1887 under the 
name RECORDER. In 1915 a small four page weekly became known as the 
CENTRAL News, while the RECORDER was published in magazine form six times 
a year, Finally in 1920, the magazine and the school paper joined interests in a 
large four page weekly called the CENTRAL RECORDER. When the school re- 
ceived its present name, the paper became the CLASSICAL RECORDER, and is now 
published thirteen times yearly by senior editors, students of journalism, and 
pupils interested in writing. 


The first yearbook, THE KAappA ANNUAL, was published by a fraternity in 
1896. However, when two other fraternities began competition, the financial 
burden became too heavy and the three annuals merged into one, called the 
PNALKA, which was published by each class for its own benefit. Under the 
guidance of Dr. Hill and Mr. Arthur C. Curtis, a new yearbook, the BRowNn 
AND GOLD appeared in 1921. The following year, the BLUE AND WHITE became 
our pride and joy. This present yearbook includes a description of our faculty; 
the organization and membership of each class; the pupils’ clubs, teams, and 
societies; and a summary of important events. 


These publications are of vital importance to the student body. Through 
their editorial policy they interpret affairs pertaining to the students, and in- 
form them fully of school plans and events. Not only do they represent a record 
of past events, but they also offer an opportunity for creative ability and for 
aspiring writers of poetry and prose. An inspection of their fine records will 
reveal that they are truly a credit to their school.

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Boys Sports Highlights In Review 


With the passing of another year, Classical may look with pride upon the 
accomplishments of her ‘‘boys in blue’. Mr. Vaughn’s soccer team, though not 
winning the city title, finished in a three way tie with Commerce and Trade for 
second place ini the city league. Ihe booters| won, tied i171, lost 7, and scored 
17 goals while having 23 scored against them. They also played in the opening 
game of the Western Mass. Tourney, losing to Easthampton 3-0. 


In his first year as football mentor, Henry Batt guided the Bulldogs to 
2 wins, 1 tie, and 4 losses. The varsity scored 50 points as against 91 for the 
opposition, while our JV’s went undefeated with 45 points against only 8. Mr. 
Batt deserves much credit for the spirit and playing skill which he imparted to 
his team. The underdog in most contests, the Battmen proved that they could 
play football as they routed Suffield Academy 26-6, Trade 12-6, and almost 
topped Tech, losing by only one touchdown, 6-12. 


If the football team could upset the favorites, so could the basketball men 
of “Sid” Burr. Beginning the season with a completely inexperienced squad, 
the Burrmen displayed a brand of teamwork and a will to win that swept all 
opposition before it. For the second time Classical won the City Basketball 
Championship by trouncing Tech in the play-off game 48-31. 


Classical entered the Western Mass. Tourney to down favored St. John’s 
of Worcester in the preliminary 36-28. In the semi-finals, the Bulldogs, again 
the dark horse, crushed Fitchburg 39-31. The 13th of March, far from-being 
unlucky, saw Classical defeat Pittsfield in the last 4 seconds of play, 30-20, to 
become the first city high school to ever win the Western Mass. Basketball 
Championship. 


The Blue and White cagers won 15, lost 7, scored 936 points while holding 
the opposition to only 793. The JV’s, as in football, went undefeated, scoring 
64 points against 46. All of our starting five won berths on either the first or 
second All City team, while two made the All Western Mass. second team. 
Mr. Burr was naturally the selection as All City coach. 


Not content with basketball glory, the Classical rifle team added its con- 
tribution. Under the able coaching of Lt. Col. Davis, the marksmen won the 
City Rifle Championship for the second consecutive year. Building his team 
around two veteran lettermen, Col. Davis’s starting four won 5, lost only 1, 
scored 4,697 points against 4,496 points by the opposition. Two of our sharp- 
shooters made the All City team, with Col. Davis the coaching selection.

Mr. Vaughn’s tracksters won the city title in 1947 by beating Tech 55 1 /3-43 2/3.

With only two weeks until the season’s opening kickoff, Classical’s new strategist, Coach 
Henry Batt, was faced with the problem of whipping a light squad into shape for a tough schedule. 
At the close of the pigskin season, the scoreboard indicated two wins, one tie, and four losses. 

In the opener, Amherst and Classical pushed each other up and down a mud-soaked grid- 
iron, but neither team was able to register a tally. Classical’s lone score was recalled on a penalty, 
and the two battered elevens heard the closing whistle as the game ended ina scoreless tie. In 
their second encounter, the Blue and White met a much heavier experienced Chicopee squad 
at Szot Park and were handed a 19-0 defeat. The Bulldogs had their first taste of victory by 
downing the scrappy Trade Beavers 12-6, but suffered a 20-6 reverse inflicted by a strong Ludlow 
combine. Although they registered a quick touchdown against one of the fastest teams in the 
circuit, West Springfield, the Bulldogs were at the short end of a 26-6 score as the final horn 
sounded. Coach Batt decided upon a backfield switch and the strategy paid off as Classical 
rolled to a 26-6 victory over Suffield. In the final tilt, with Classical’s traditional gridiron rival, 
Tech, the Battmen fought a much heavier team to a standstill in the second half. However the 
final score read Tech 12, Classical 6. Greatness in defeat is a rare thing, but Classical was great 
in defeat as they bowed to the Tigers.
